Thinks Men Should Shine at 
Celebrations; Hoped to Ask 
King for Kight to Trap 
Beaver in Foothills

The weekly newspapers have con¬ 
firmed their title to leadership ir. 
Canadian thought by the recent dem¬ 
onstration of the Canadian Weekly 
Newspaper Association, Manitoba 
• Division, in passing at their annual 
convention in Winnipeg a unanimous 
resolution suggesting that a direct 
tax be levitfd to take care of the rail¬ 
way deficits. The resolution stated 
that the purpose of this special tax 
would be to bring more forcibly to the 
attention of the people of the Domin¬ 
ion the serious burden imposed upon 
all of us by these deficits. 

This is a very brilliant suggestion 
of the Manitoba weekly newspapers, 
for its Cuts straight through to the 
root of the railway problem. The root 
of that problem today is that the av¬ 
erage citizen feels the annual cost of 
fifty or sixty million dollars does not 
closely affect him. Therefore he does 
not make an outcry and strengthen 
the hand of his Federal representative 
in bringing hbout railway reform. 

But if that same citizen receipted a 
tax bill requiring him to send some of 
his hard-earned money to Ottawa for 
the specified .purpose of paying his 
share of the railway deficit, he would 
then realize that the railway problem 
was his problem. He would realize that 
he was' losing money every minute 
that a solution of the problem was de¬ 
layed. And he would ask his Federal 
representative what he proposed to do 
about it. 

The fifty or so weekly newspapers 
of Manitoba have therefore made a 
distinct contribution to Canadian 
thinking in passing this resolution. It 
is to be hoped that it will receive the 
attention that it deserves.

“After all the excitement and hurry 
of the Royal visit is past, the Indians 
in the hills are expressing their views 
on the Royal visitors. Most of the In¬ 
dians, vyho managed tq be in Calgary 
for the occasion, seem to have been 
disappointed that the King wore no 
dist.nguishing headdress or costume. 
Some indeed seem' to be hard to con¬ 
vince that they really even saw the 
“Great White Father.” One old In¬ 
dian, too, expressed disapproval of. 
the Queen having such a prominent 
part in the. celebrations. Redmen seem 
to take the stand that women should 
work and men do the celebrating. 

“One old warrior, Mark Dixon by 
name, never even went to see Their 
Majesties. He h'ad ail his plans made 
to go to the city, but when told that 
the King would not speak to him, he 
changed his plans. “I wanted to ask 
him if 1 could trap beaver in the hills 
west of here,” Mark stated when 
questioned as to why he changed his 
mind. It had occurred to him thajt if he 
could speak privately to the King per¬ 
mission, for trapping beavers in this 
closed area would be granted. When 
he found out that everyone" wouldn’t 
be allowed this privilege there was no 
point in his going so far from his hunt 
in^ grounds. ’ 

“Many more of these Indians also 
seemed to think that anyone who had 
seen the Royal ccuple would surely 
have •spoken to them. ‘Did you see 
them ?—What did he say,? Did you 
talk to them? are the questions they 
fire at any person who happens to 
mention that they were in Calgary to 
greet Their Majesties.” 
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T HERE is something ironical in the news that British 
agents are visiting the west to explore the possibili¬ 
ties of pipe-line extension from Turner Valley, just at a 
time when the oil industry In the Valley seems at very low 
e^b. Reports from the Valley indicate little of the former 
briskness, initiative and exploratory interest on the part 
if investing companies. Independent companies feel tjjat 
they are being throttled and discriminated against. There is 
.he impression that conservation measures have been bear- 
ng with special severity on the independents, and amongst 
all companies, further development is almost at a stand¬ 
still. Confidence seems lacking—not a lack of confidence 
.n, the wealth, of Alberta oil, but in the restrictive meas¬ 
ures which discourage investment, and in the changing 
policies in respect to development. 

The interminable oil inquiry has trailed along for 
months, with apparently little constructive, conclusive re¬ 
sult. On the one hand there is conservation imposed on 
Valley production, and on the other hand oil products are 
being imported into the potential Valley market. 

Unless development is permitted to prove itself and in¬ 
crease production greatly, there seems little hope that Brit¬ 
ish agents will feel that investment in pipe line construc¬ 
tion to Vancouver or Fort William is justified. Investing 
capital is uneasy at the present time in this province. 
There seems a complete lack of clear, definite, assured pol¬ 
icy in rspect to oil development. It is all confusion, react¬ 
ing unfavorably upon outside capital, as well as upon the. 
companies now engaged in the field, and upon employment 
in the oil area. * . ,. 

It would have been more practical if the unsatisfactory 
position prevailing in regard to conservation had been de¬ 
finitely cleared, before any attempt had been made to 
bring oil possibilities to the attention of large scale Brit¬ 
ish interests. The picture at the moment is not apt to re¬ 
commend itself to the outside public, as it might have 
done if those already in the field were able to show more 
confidence. This is a great potential resource which is be¬ 
ing badly mismanaged. 


/“\N Dominion' Day, which is the one holiday distinct- 
ively. Canadian, there was as usual, an absence of 
flags flying to'signify the day. This is quite understand¬ 
able, because there is no flag emblematic of Canada as a 
Dominion., The Union Jack carries no special Canadian 
significance. It is the flag of Britain, hnd of all the pos¬ 
sessions of the Empire, and in that respect, is a source of 
great pride to, all within the Empire. But it is not a Can¬ 
adian flag, and one wonders how Long this country is going 
to postpone any outward symbol of nationhood.

■ The Albertan calls to attention an incident in the arrival 
of the King and Queen at Waterloo station, in London, 
saying: “Among the Hags decking the station, besides the 
Union Jack, the Royal Standard, the Stars and Stripes and 
the French tri-color, were the national flags of Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa. But of course, not that of 
Canada, the only country without a flag. No banner repre¬ 
senting Chnada, the dominion from which Their Majesties 
had just returned with a wealth of memories and exper-. 
iences. We hope such a situation brought a thrill of pride 
to Canada’s ardent Imperialists, who consistently oppose 
official action in establishing for the Dominion a flag of its 
own amongst the nations of the world.” 

Perhaps when'history unfolds, the responsibility for the 
slow development of Canada in any spiritual sense, will be 
laid at the. door of these “ultra Imperialists” who impress 
their stulifying force upon any distinctive Cahadian de¬ 
velopment. We have developed materially—they do not 
oppose that—but they are ready to shriek “Treason” at 
any suggestion that Canadians would like to be Canadians. 
They consider it treasonable to hold the opinion that a 
true Canadian should be loyal first of all to Canada, and 
should be concerned primarily in the interests of Canada.

belate^I discovery of the unpaid bill. But customers have 
i right to expect that their monthly bill "will show the en¬ 
ure current indebtedness without any unexpected hang¬ 
overs to be dug out of the misty past. Slips in bookkeep- 
ng are occasionally- unavoidable, but they should not be¬ 
come a habit. 

However these minor annoyances which come up in 
monthly accounts, are insignificant in comparison with the 
jndless rechecking that goes on in income tax departments. 
Tne of the most glaring instances occurred recently when 
• r three years previous, demanding a readjustment or ad- 
come tax for the year 1931. The demand was made in the 
case of a man who had died some months ago, and there 
was no survivor who had been closely associated with his 
business affairs for many years previous. It was impos¬ 
sible to meet tliis extraordinary demand, and there seemed 
absolutely no excuse for such inefficiency on the part? of 
the department. 

This may be a,rather rare case, but it is nothing unusual 
to have the income tax collectors, resurrect figures for two 
or three years previous, demanding a readjustment on ad¬ 
ditional tax. And never a word of apology (or their own 
negligence comes from the officials. ,In letters brusque and 
peremptory, they make their demands, whether they them¬ 
selves-are at fault or not. 

There should be some protection for the payers of in¬ 
come tax. Once their payments are made and accepted 
for the current year, that should close the whole matter. 
It seems that whenever officials find a slack moment, they 
ilig in the archives to see if breath qf life cannot be blown 
into some long dead issue. 

If those in private business conducted their affairs in 
the same way, they would lose business or fire their book¬ 
keepers. But tty? governments just say “Pay,” and the 
majority meekly pav, regardless of the merits of the case

Young Albertans to the number of 
15,000 are expected to enroll in the 
1039 youth training projects to be 
carried out this year. The projects are 
the result of a joint agreement be¬ 
tween province and dominion. Cost 
to each government is estimated at 
$130,000—an increase over last year’s 
costs of $10,000 to each government. 
In addition, the province'is expecting 
lo make available another $30,000 for

Frequent Rains Have Com¬ 
plicated Ordinary Processes, 
Says Lethbridge Kxperi- 
mental Station ^ _ ’

The frequent raiiL storms of this 
season have greatly complicated the 
cultivation of fallows. Ordinarily the 
rod weeder is the besk implement to 
use for the second operation on fal¬ 
lows if it will work satisfactorily. Its 
draft is lighter than other cultivating 
implements and if soil conditions are 
right a good kill of weeds may be se¬ 
cured. When the soil is dry the rod 
weeder operates best when penetrat¬ 
ing deeply enough to get below the 
root crowns of the stubble on plough¬ 
less fields. With wet soil, however, it 
will be a matter of operating" at the 
depth that will appear to give the best 
weed kill. This will mean some ex¬ 
perimentation on the part of the far¬ 
mer. < 

The duckfoot cultivator may be sat¬ 
isfactory and there again the condi¬ 
tion of the soil and weed growth must 
determine the depth. 

Farmers who have large blade cul¬ 
tivators may find these very useful if 
the weeds become large, especially if 
the top soil is fairly dry. In using this 
implement at the station, it has been 
found that the shallower the blade 
penetrates the better the weed kill ex¬ 
cept for some types of perennials. 
Generally, however, if is necessary for 
the blade to go below the stubble 
crowns to operate successfully, espec¬ 
ially in moist soil. 

The one-way disc undouldedly will 
be used for midsummer cultivation by 
many farmers. With the moist condi¬ 
tion of the soil an endeavour may be 
made to turn the weeds under to in¬ 
sure a kill. If this is done thf trash 
cover will be destroyed and the soil 
placed in a condition for drifting. In¬ 
stead of using the one-way when the 
soil is wet it may be better to delay 
the cultivation until the top soil dries I 
out even if the weeds become larger \ 
and some moisture is lost. With a dry I 
top soil the weeds can be killed with
